ASKS OFFICIALS TO PROBE
CAUSE OF MINE DISASTER

Seeretary of Mining Congress Woald
Have Scientific Invesilgation
Made.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7,—Pointing to sach
new mine disaster as an additional reason
why a national bureast of mines should be
crented, J. F. Callbreath, jr., secretary of
the American Mining congress, declared
here today that an investigation of the
causes of these Jdisasters by the federal
Fovernment was urgent.

“It Is the wstate’'s task to lnspect the
mines and lssue regulaliows that ought to
be enforced,” sald Mr. Callbreath, “‘but it
ix murely within the funetion of the gov-
ernment to conduct the sclentific resenrch
Into the mystertous catses that are hurling
mo many men into eternity.”

The bill which Mr. Callbreath wiahes to
noo enacted Inte law has already passed
the house, It has the endorsement of the
United Mine Workers, the mine owners,
lpading science societiea, state mine inspee-
tors and state geologista

Mr. Calibreath sald the measure would
